The nationalist leaders are particu- 
larly displeased over America's insist- 
ence for the maintenance of capitula- 
tion (guarantees of extra-territorial 
rights, such as trial by consular courts | 
to foreigners), which the Turks declare | 
must be scrapped forever. Regarding 
claims for indemnity, they said Turkey 
Would not accept responsibility for 
damage caused American property by 
foreign invaders. 


Want Straits Safeguarded. 
Turkey, they declared, always fa- 
vored full freedom of the Dardanelles, 
provided adequate guarantees were 
given by the powers that such free use 
would not imperil Turkish security. 
Kemalist authorities asserted that 
American schools would be accorded 
ample protection, but that they: must 
submit to Turkish laws and regula- 
tions.

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MILLING DEMAND 
CORN RUN IS BIG 


BY CHARLES MICHAELS. 

New features that came into the 
wheat situation last week were the im- 
proved milling demand, the better flour 
trade with more inquiry from the east 
for deferred shipment than at any 
time in more than a year, weakness 
in Liverpool until the closing day, when 
values advanced, the sharp bulge in 
prices here early, followed by a good 
decline, and unfavorable develop- 
ments in the near east situation. 

American wheat prices are close to a 
domestic basis, as No. 1 Canadian north- 
ern wheat sold here last week to mills at 
$1.47%, or luce over the December, with 
a duty of 30c paid. Cash wheat in St. 
Louis and Kansas City is relatively high- 
er than Chicago. Export demand is not 
at all snappy, and Kansas City people re- 
port that the principal business with the 
gulf of late is in the way of covering pre- 
vious sales, and that there is little export 
business to go out in December. 


Foreigners All Bearish. 


Foreign buyers are working on the 
basis of previous years at this time and 
claim that they are buying Canadian and 
Argentine wheat cheaper than American. 
Latest reports from Argentina place the 


exportable surplus at 144,000,000 bu. Their 
shipments so far this year have — 
131,000,000 bu, against 57,000,000 bu last 
year. The Argentine harvest is only two 
weeks away. Australia has had rains re- 
cently. 

Germany will have to buy many million 
bushels of grain and is taking more rye 
than wheat because it is cheaper. Greece 
bought 75,000 bris of Canadian flour last 
week. Italy is buying durum wheat freely 
and there is plenty of it in the northwest 
that has not been moved. 

Durum Wheat Crop Big. 


The crop of bread wheat in the north- 
west is large and government estimates 
of durum are 78,000,000 bu, compared with 
practically 50,000,000 bu last year, while 
private estimates make the crop 85,000,- 


000 bu this year. 
In the Canadian northwest farmers 


have marketed 192,000,000 bu of wheat, 
while the highest estimate on the crop is 
400,000, 000 bu. Winnipeg people claim 
that 50 per cent of the crop has left farms 
and milis have taken 70,000,000 bu. 


Guessing on Price Movement. 


There is a feeling in some quarters that 
wheat prices are ultimately to go higher 
and in others that they are high enough 
for the present, and a nervous market 
within a range of bc from the present 
level fs all that can be expected for the 
near future. Big operators are long in 
Winnipeg and short May wheat in Chica- 
go, the close on Winnipeg Friday being 
51.08%, against $1.14% at Chicago. There 
has been active buying of December and 
gseling of May at %@lc difference, with

Corn Supplies Lighter. 


Supplies of corn for the present season 
are 3,386,000,000 bu, against 3,084,000,000 
bu last year. In the nine big corn states 
the crop is 1,779,000,000 bu, or 49,000,000 
bu less than last year and compared with 
1,989,000,000 two years ago. The crop, 
farm reserves, and visible make a total 
supply of 1,814,000,000 bu this season, or 
238,000,000 bu less than last year. The 
government report increased the crop es- 
timate 43,000,000, to 2,896,000,000 bu, com- 
pared with 3,080,000,000 bu last year. It 


was the biggest surprise the trade has 
had and depressed prices over 2c from 
the highest level of the season. Trade 


sentiment is a little bearish for the pres- 


ent, but bullish for a long pull. 

Feeding operations are about the lar- 
gest known. Shipments of feeder cattle 
from the eight leading markets last 
month were 717,865, or 323,802 more than 
last year, while for the ten months they 


‘were 2,916,000, or 874,500 more than last
